Dried weeds and flowers are big 
business and American Oak recently purchased 180 
acres of Lompoc valley land to cultivate such crops. 


Valley thistles prove 
new industry for area

See those thistles by the road side. 
Local farmers curse that weed when 
they should be harvesting it. 
But how are they to know that one 
thistle sells for as much as 75 cents 
in a flower shop? 
Hon and Ricky Kretzinger of 
Everlasting Flowers, 5975 Campbell 
Road, realize the value of thistles 
and other “ obnoxious weeds” like 
teasles, safe, tea flowers, and dock 
that plague Lompoc fields. They 
have 
been 
harvesting 
and 
processing these weeds for two 
years now. 
“ The farmers are tickled to 
death; they have been fighting them 
for years.” said Ron. 
There is also a Los Angeles floral 
wholesaler who rents two acres of 
land off Campbell Road to cultivate 
German 
statice. 
According 
to 
Kretzinger, those two acres have a 
yearly potential value of $20,000. 
Statice is sold as a dried flower by 
the pound and used as a floral 
decoration. 
This writer provides the above 
information so the reader won t 
worry about what this world is 
coming to when he drives past Mail 
Road on Highway 246 and sees weed 
crops where bean crops use to grow. 
Understand that the American 
Oak Preserving Co. Inc. purchased 
the old Kellogg Place last year in 
November and have started a dried 
grass, and flower farm. It could be 
the biggest such farm in the United 
States, 
manager 
Thomas 
L. 
Vaughan said last week. 
In the past, American Oak, based 
in North Judson, Indiana, purchased 
much of its dried floral materials 
from 
Europe, 
South 
America, 
Africa, and Australia like other 
large 
wholesale 
U.S. 
floral 
companies. 
“ No one could afford to grow it 
until 
the 
balance 
of 
payment 
changed,” 
stated 
Vaughan, 
explaining the growing costs on a 
large scale have been prohibitive. 
But times change and American 
Oak decided to cultivate and harvest 
floral materials to eliminate trans­ 
ocean shipment, U.S. import tax, 
and 
foreign 
export 
tax 
costs. 
American Oak expects to produce 
100 tons yearly when the Lompoc 
farm swings into full operation. 
Still, that figure doesn’t nearly 
represent the total amount of dyed 
and prepared foliages that it sells 
yearly to floral wholesalers and 


retailers, across the country. 
This stuff is gobbled-up by the 
hundreds of tons (by florists),” he 
said. 
Since November, Vaughan has 
experimented with 24 grass and 
weed 
varieties 
and 
16 
flower 
varieties in small plots. Some are 
doing well, some are not. “ Some are 
miserable failures.” 
Vaughan wants to narrow the crop 
down to eight weeds and grasses and 
eight flowers that can be easily 
harvested by machine. 
Much of the 180 acres are now 
planted. On the south side of 
Highway 246, there are 12 acres of 
poapratensis, nine acres of wild 
oats, six acres of bunny tails, and six 
acres of rattle snake grass. On the 
north side, there are five acres of 
spiraling eucalyptus trees with the 
rest planted in flowers. 
Vaughan 
now 
employs 
ten 
workers 
in 
this 
floriculture 
operation, 
which 
will 
include 
drying, processing, packaging, and 
shipping the yield to Indiana. There 
it will be processed further. 
According 
to 
Vaughan, 
an 
engineer who “ married the boss’ 
daughter,” American Oak picked 
the California central coast to start 
their farm division because of the 
color and conformation of its weeds 
and grasses. (The L.A. area would 
have been better, but land is too 
expensive.) 


For 
example, 
Vaughan 
likes 
Lompoc thistles so much he has 
been paying people 15 cents for each 
dozen they bring in — until weeks 
ago. Now thistles are getting dirtv 
and out of shape. 
But who ever thought that an 
obnoxious weed would have any 
value,' whatever its hygiene or 
conformation?

Wholesale food prices 


takes massive leap

W holesale prices rose 5.8 per cent in 
August, the biggest advance in a 
single 
month 
since 
1946, 
the 
government reported today. 
Farm prices, freed from the 
restraints of the price freeze, shot 
up by 23 per cent —more than three 
times the previous record for a 
single month. 
Grain prices and many animal 
feeds increased dramatically —in 
the case of grain by 70 per cent. This 
was viewed as an ominous sign for 
shoppers at the meat market since 
farmers paying higher costs for feed 
usually pass the burden along to 
consumers. 
The wholesale price report by the 
Labor 
Department’s 
Bureau 
of 
Labor Statistics (BLS) came five 
days before the scheduled lifting of 
ceilings on beef prices and bore out 
predictions 
by 
administration 
economic officials last month. 
The report brought an instant 
denunciation 
of 
administration 
economic 
policies 
by 
AFL-CIO 
President George Meany. He called 
the latest figures “ beyond belief” 
and attacked President Nixon for 
vetoing a new minimum wage bill 
Thursday. 
The 
BLS 
said 
the 
overall, 
unadjusted increase in wholesale 
prices of 5.8 per cent in August was 
the highest surge for any month 
since July, 1946. The rise that month 
was 10.7 per cent, reflecting an 
inflationary pattern that followed 
World War II. 
The 
August 
increase, 
when 
adjusted for seasonal factors, was 
put at 6.2 per cent — largest hike for 
any month since the government 
began 
taking 
seasonal 
considerations into account in 1947. 
August wholesale prices stood 19 
per cent above the level of August 
1972. 
In a statement, Meany said: “ The 
President has made a mess out of 
the economy and he can’t pass the 
blame to Congress, to workers, to 
the poor, to the consumer or to 
anyone else. All his economic game 
plans, freezes and phases are an 
absolute failure.”

Cox seeks modification

Watergate-related tape recordings 
for the judge’s inspection. 
Cox prepared to file late today a 
motion in the U.S. Court of Appeals 
in the latest of the long and tangled 
attempts of the Senate Watergate 
committee and the special prosecu­ 
tor to obtain the secret tapes. 
Cox 
presumably 
wants 
more 
assurance that the Watergate grand 
jury gets a chance to hear the tapes. 
The White House filed a petition 
Thursday with the Court of Appeals 
for a writ of mandamus declaring 
that Sirica was “ clearly erroneous” 
in his order of last week. Sirica said 
he personally would listen to the 
tapes to determine if any should be 
turned over to the grand jury as Cox 
wishes. 
The Court of Appeals, seeking to 
expedite matters so that the case 


will be ready for the Supreme Court 
when it reconvenes Oct. 1, set a 
hearing for Tuesday. It also agreed 
to Nixon’s request to hear the case 
“ en banc” -that is, that all nine 
circuit judges hear the case, instead 
of a usual panel of three judges. 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott,

with

Thursday, told reporters today, “ I 
don’t think the President will or 
should’ 
defy any order by the 
Supreme Court for him to surrender 
the tapes. 


Nixon has said he would comply 
with a definitive ruling by the high 
court but has declined to say what 
he meant by the word “ definitive.” 
Sen Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., in à 
Senate speech today, called for an 
end of television coverage of the 
Senate Watergate hearings. 


“ No further good can be served by 
flooding the airwaves with thé 
Watergate hearings,” he said.

The guerrillas issued Kuwaiti 
authorities negotiating from the 
airport control tower to the plane on 
runway a 12-hour deadline to deliver 
the jailed guerrilla chiftain, Abou 
Daoud, airport sources said. 


The guerrillas apparently were 
foiled 
in

to 
negotiate 
directly 
with 
Saudi 
officials in Riyadh, the capital of 
Saudi Arabia. They forced their 
Kuwait Airways 707 plane to fly over 
Saudi

for

hours,

Amman, but did not land at either 
airport. 


After talking by radio to Saudi 
deputy interior minister Prince 
Nayef Ben Abdel Aziz, according to 
Saudi Jeddah radio, the guerrillas 
ordered the plane to return to 
Kuwait, a small oil-rich nation on 
the Persian Gulf south of Iraq, 
where they landed at 12:35 p.m. 


The Saudi broadcast said Prince 


Nayef told the guerrillas: “ Saudi 
Arabia cannot meet a demand which 
is beyond its will and ability, nor can 
it make a promise which it cannot 
fulfill.” The radio said this was the 
Saudi reply to the guerrilla demand 
for the release of Abou Daoud in 
return for the Saudi hostages.

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Honda tragedy - 


It happened 


50 years ago 


Tomorrow 


The infamous 1923 pile-up of seven U.S. Navy destroyers on Point Honda 
is 50 years old tomorrow Over the years, it has been the subject of two 
books and hundreds of newspaper and magazine articles. 
In “ The Last Hours of Seven Four-Stackers” by Charles Hice, a sailor 
described events of the tragedy briefly in a letter. George T. Mann was a 
radioman aboard the Delphy, the flag ship. 
We were on our way down the coast to San Diego. The whole squadron of 
19 ships was in formation...it was about 9 p.m. and the fog had thickened. 
The navigator gave the squadron commander his position, which he had 
plotted by dead reckoning Our true position was 50 miles further north than 
the one he gave us. 
The captain gave an order for a right turn. This should have put us into 
the Santa Barbara channel but the wrong position piled us upon the rocks at 
Point Honda. 
“ When the ship struck, all the lights went out It was pitch dark. An 
ensign on our ship got ashore with a heaving line with which he hauled a 
larger line ashore and made it fast to the rocks. We got ashore hand over 
hand and saved just what clothes we had on. All I had was a pair of 
dungarees and an undershirt. 
“ It was wet and cold. We built a fire of driftwood and dried ourselves the 
best we could. Captain Watson took it extremely hard. He sat by the fire and 
cried We lost two men from our ship. One, an officer s steward jumped 
overboard and was crushed between the ship and the rocks The other was a 
fireman. He fell down the after hatch and broke his glasses. His eyes were 
cut badly. 
“ The Young capsized as soon as she struck the rocks. None of the “ Black 
Gang“ escaped. She had a loss of 19 men. Men tapped the hull of the Young 
for hours. No response from inside. I don’t know whether the bodies were 
recovered from the Young or not. The wrecks were never salvaged.” 
Thirty warships had departed San Francisco that morning. Squadron II, 
including 14 destroyers, was commanded by Captain Edward H Watson. It 
had left last at a swift 20 knots as an endurance drill. 
In setting up the sailing formation, Watson ordered what was called 
follow the leader. 
He took the lead in the Delphy. The rest followed in 
three columns. The formation was — and still is — standard destroyer 
practice. 
Under the circumstances outlined by Mann, the Delphy was the first 
destroyer to strike the rocks off the coast at a bleak area known as Point 
Honda. The area had been also called the “ Graveyard of the Pacific,” since 
the days Spanish vessels sailed the area. 
The destroyer S.P. Lee, the next ship in the column, immediately went to 
full astern. She had slowed to about eight knots when she barely missed the 
Delphy by inches before also hitting the rocks. 
Behind her the Nicholas, Woodbury, Young, Chauncey and Fuller 
followed into the “ Graveyard.” Two other destroyers ran aground, but got 
off the rocks safely. The seven were total losses. 
Twenty-three sailors lost their lives. 
Harry M. Seavy, the father of Don L. Seavy, a Lompoc resident, was a 
second class machinist aboard one of the destroyers which didn’t crack-up. 
His ship continued on that night and the crew didn’t learn of the tragedy 
until they reached San Diego. 
“ It was awfully foggy. You couldn’t see your hand before your face, we 
were lucky; we missed,” he stated last week. 
Ronald M. Adam, editor of the Lompoc Record, was 14 hours ahead of any 
other newspaperman at the shipwreck scene. His account centered on the 
rescue operations. Lompoc played a big role. 
Lompoc’s M.S. Kelliher and L.E. Heiges were the first and only doctors 
on the scene. The Honda railroad section house was made into a hospital 
Lompoc men and sailors built fires on the beach. Farmers from nearby 
ranches brought cable for the rescue work. 
They worked all through the night and learned that morning, after the fog 
lifted, more than four destroyers were ashore. Rescue work continued. 
Supplies, including blankets, arrived by train from Lompoc. Section 
gangs of Mexican workers welcomed the bewildered sailors into their small 
huts for coffee and food. 
The wife of a Surf operator was the first woman to aid in the rescue. Mrs. 
Charles L. Atkins arrived at the section house at 2 a.m. to make coffee and 
sandwiches until that afternoon. 
The Navy ordered an inquiry into the disaster and attempted to keep it a 
secret. The press made so much noise that Secretary of Navy Edward 
Denby issued a statement which read: “ I have ordered that the fullest 
publicity be given to the investigation to be conducted by the court of 
inquiry.” 
Eleven officers, including Watson, were ordered to trial by court martial. 
They were charged with culpable inefficiency in the performance of duty. 
Some skippers were charged with not questioning the navigation supplied 
by the Delphy. 
The court martial ended with three convictions. The rest were acquitted. 
Watson was given a reduction of 150 numbers on the list of captions. It 
meant he would never be promoted. 
Watson’s sentence was the most severe the court martial could confer 
short of dismissal from the Navy. 
In its postscript, the book “ Tragedy at Honda” focuses on what has been 
learned and changed since this greatest naval peacetime disaster. 
“ Today, a blind man on crutches with an ear trumpet — in a fog thick 
enough to be cut with a knife — could sail a ship, equipped with up to date 
electronic devices, in safety around the Graveyard of Ships.” 
The destroyer practice of follow the leader did not die, but with today’s 
ship-to-ship telephones and other modem inter-communication skippers 
keep in constant touch. And “ skippers are fully conscious of their rights and 
of their individual responsibility for (their) ships and men.” 
Today the only visible remains of the pile up are eroded steel skeletons 
and boilers at low and normal tides.

a filmstrip maker to use in

Doing something 


Hiding the work of government behind 
closed doors worries people, and the 
Watergate controversy is a good example 
af what can happen when secrecy gets out 
af hand. 


Lawmakers in Sacramento have been 
the targets of criticism for not being more 
apen in their various dealings, but it 
appears now that they are attempting to do 
something about it. 
Moving through the legislative process 
are various bills which would: 
Open the budget conference committee 
to the press and public; 
Strengthen requirements for reports of 
spending by lobbyists; 
Make campaign contributions more open 
for public scrutiny; and 
Require both elected and appointed 
public officials to report gifts that could 
constitute a conflict-of-interest. 
Sen. George Moscone has authored a bill

which would require all public officials to 
disclose business investments of $1,000 or 
more and all gifts or loans exceeding $250. 
including outside income. The bill has 
cleared the Senate. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan is considering two 
bills which tighten reporting rules on 
campaign 
contributions. 
Both 
require 
reporting of all campaign gifts of $100 or 
more. 
Both legislative houses have agreed to 
hold open meetings of the State budget 
conference committee which reconciles 
differences in the Senate and Assembly- 
passed versions of the budget although 
lawmakers agree it will be harder and 
might take longer to get agreement. 
The Senate is now considering a tougher 
lobbyist spending bill which got unanimous 
approval in the lower house. 
We believe that the people will be better 
served if this legislation is successful.

world. 


“ Most 
were 
young, 
highly- 
committed in political life, and of 
the same political party. They had 
come into government during a 
landslide election, and held high 
appointments in many branches of 
the U.S. 
government. Many were 
close social friends. Some were 
classmates in school. 


“Some went by code names, gave 
code names to their groups and their 
projects; they used couriers instead 
of mail; they stole records and 


made 
copies; 
they 
used 
false 
pretenses of all sorts; they made 
elaborate plans to transfer money 
and documents and made telephone 
calls from public phone booths 
insteadof their offices. 


“ When all this began to come to 
light, a special committee of the 
Senate was appointed to investigate. 
One member, a lawyer, took the 
lead. He was fearless in his demand 
for a full public disclosure from 
every witness to the scheme, and 
explained that the true function of a 
Senate committee was not only to 
seek facts for future legislation, but 
also to focus the public spotlight on 
wrongdoing, and wrongdoers, that 
they might be judged by the people. 
As to those who refused to testify on 
constitutional 
grounds, 
he 
was 
disdainful. He contended that this 
position was a sham, that if they 
really didn’t have anything to hide, 
they 
would 
come 
forward 
and 
cooperate with the committee, and 
thus, the American people could not 
be blamed for inferring guilt from 
their silence. 


“ He attracted great attention; 
from that moment on this obscure 
lawyer was known by everyone. 
“ His name was Joe McCarthy.”

Day to remember 


It was 50 years ago tomorrow that 
the U.S. Navy suffered one of its 
greatest 
tragedies 
when 
seven 
destroyers went aground off Pt. 
Honda resulting in the death of 23 
Navy men. 
It was certainly a 
big news story for 
the Lompoc Record 
and it was beau­ 
tifully covered by 
Ronald M. Adam, 
pioneer Record edi­ 
tor and publisher. 
We have read his 
account many times 
and still marVel at 
all of the facts and 
descriptions 
contained 
in 
his 
account. 
Unfortunately, in those 
days it was near impossible to print 
photos 
of 
the 
tragedy 
in 
the 
newspaper. But that is all that is 
lacking of his account in the files of 
the Record. 
We believe it is a sad thing that 
nothing marks the scene of this 
disaster but the sea itself, a few 
visible scars of the tragedy at 
exceptionally low tide, the fog and 


the wind 
We can. perhaps, rationalize why 
the Navy has never done anything to 
bring attention to this disaster. 
However, it certainly would seem 
appropriate for some marker to be 
installed in memory of the men who 
went down with their ships. 
The property bordering the site of 
the tragedy is now in Air Force 
hands and it is also understandable, 
we suppose, why the Air Force 
would not deem it appropriate to 
appropriately mark the scene with a 
monument of sorts. 
But it seems somebody ought to. 
We 
c h e c k e d 
a ro u n d 
and 
discovered that no plans are made 
whatsoever to call attention to the 
50th 
anniversary 
of 
the 
Navy 
tr a g e d y . 
The 
C h a m b e r 
of 
Commerce says they have no plans 
for any type of ceremony tomorrow. 
We know that the Navy has no plans 
along with the Air Force. 


The Record commemorates it the 
best way we know how — with a 
two-page layout of exclusive, never- 
published-before photos in today’s 


edition. 
But frankly, we wish somebody 
would have thought of a monument.

In the public interest by Ralph Nader 
Rubber stamping 


WASHINGTON 
- 
President 
Nixon’s Cost of Living Council 
(CLC) conducted a one-day hearing 
last week as a prelude to rubber- 
stamping 
over 
$1 
billion 
of 
unjustified price increases desired 
by the profit-glutted auto industry. 
The hearing 
was a charade. In 
came GM Ford. Chrysler and AMC, 
as they did last year, implying that 
they would have to go on welfare if 
they didn't get their price increases. 
As usual, they blamed the price 
increases not on their lust for 
greater 
profits 
but 
on 
new 
government, pollution and safety 
standards. They also added that 
they would be back soon before the 
CLC asking for another round of 
price increases for the 1974 cars 
after the labor negotiations were 
completed. 


Since labor costs 
were not involved in 
this first round, it is 
useful to examine 
how the CLC saw its 
obligations to obtain 
a 
d i v e r s ity 
of 
viewpoints in open 
hearings so that it 
can make the auto 
companies 
prove 
their case. 


First, the hearing date of August 
28 was announced in the press on 
August 21, with the first official 
notice coming on August 22 in the 
Federal Register. Anyone wanting 
to testify had just one day to inform 
the CLC. With such calculatedly 
short notice it’s not surprising that 
the only other witness was by 
associate, Peter Petkas, a young 
lawyer who has been watching the 
government’s 
feeble 
efforts 
to 
control prices. 


Except 
for 
Petkas 
no 
one 
challenged 
the 
auto 
industry 
spokesmen 
who 
were 
financial 
executives heavy with jargon and 
light with candor. The CLC officials 
conducting the hearings, led by 
James W. 
McLean, 
the Deputy 
Director, displayed an invincible 
com bination 
of 
indifference, 
ignorance or subservience to the 
executives from Detroit. 


Kay Ryan, the CLC's consumer 
advisor and other staffers were 
beside themselves with frustration 
as they watched their superiors go 
through their languid motions. With 
numerous TV cameras and press 
people there trying to get some 
factu al 
tru th 
to 
A m erican 
consumers, 
McLean 
and 
his 
assistants 
let 
the 
industrialists 
propagandize without questioning 
them closely. 
The director of the CLC, former 
Harvard professor John Dunlop, 
was not there. With his well-known 
contempt for the press and open 
democratic 
procedures, 
he 
just 
wasn’t interested. 
As the 
champion of secrecy, 
Dunlop has infected the entire CLC 
with this bureaucratic disease. No 
information submitted by the auto 
companies to the CLC was made 
public. 
This 
practice 
makes 
it 
almost impossible for any citizen to 
comment on the auto companies 
price 
increase 
requests without 
exhaustive investigation elsewhere. 
Under the Economic Stabilization 
Act, the CLC has the authority to 
make this information public. But it 
has chosen not only to keep secret 
company prenotification statements 
and most quarterly report data, but 
is has permitted large companies to 
evade or violate the Hathaway 
amendment to the price control law. 
This amendment 
requires more 
corporate disclosure of commerical 
information. 
Petkas pointed out the following 
gaps 
in 
the 
auto 
companies 
statements which the CLC seems 
bent on ignoring: 


(1) contrary to the industry’s 
inference, 
there 
are 
no 
new 
pollution control for the 1974 cars 
required by the government. 


(2) 
the 
very 
minimal 
1974 
government safety standards have 
either been met by prior year 
models or applied to only some 
types of 1974 vehicles or are much 
more modest 
in cost than the 
companies allege. 


(3) judging by prior practice, the 
CLC has no intention of recognizing 
quality 
d eterioration, 
excess 


profits, or the violation of standards 
which were given price increases in 
the past. Yet if these factors along 
with productivity were considered, 
the 
CLC 
would 
be 
giving 
the 
companies no price increases at all. 
One clue to the CLC’s disinterest 
in curbing price rises is its woefully 
small staff. The Council simply does 
not have a fraction of the economist, 
accountants, engineers, and other 
skills 
needed 
to 
process 
and 
challenge the mounds of secret 
corporate bull. 
When the CLC makes its decision 
on the auto and other industry price 
increase requests, it will divulge no 
reasons and present no evidence. As 
an anti-consumer Czar, it will only 
issue “ fiats.”
